DUBLIN, TUESDAY, JANUARY 31. 
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Wuo has to pay the costs incurred by the Poor 
Law Commissioners? Are the costs of the numerous 
actions to which they are parties deducted from their 
salaries, or are they levied off the citizens at large ? 
They must make up a formidable item in the annual 
accounts, for there is scarcely a Board of Guardians 
throughout the country which has not been served 
with a writ of mandamus, and yet the Poor Law 
Commissioners are always defeated in due course of 
law. The Solicitorship to the Commissioners must, 
indeed, be a valuable office, though no sinecure. 
Whether the Commissioners succeed or fail, the costs 
must be paid. There is continually presented to 
gentlemen who act as guardians of the poor the al- 
ternative of submitting to the illegal orders of the 
Commissioners, or of entering upon acostly suit at 
law, the expenses of which must fall upon the unfor- 
tunate ratepayers, alike in success or in defeat. It 
is high time some proceedings should be taken to 
prevent this ruinous litigation. Weare quite certain 
that not one-twentieth part of the suits carried op 
by the Poor Law Commissioners would ever have 
been thought of if the costs, when they failed, were 
paid out of their own extravagant salaries. Last 
week they were defeated, “ with costs,” by Father 
Daly, of Galway. Yesterday, they were similarly 
defeated by the Guardians of Newtownards. How 
many hundred defeats, “ with costs,” will teach the 
Commissioners moderation ? 

This trial, “ the Poor Law Commissioners against 
“the Guardians of the Newtownards Union,” is very 
remarkable, for many reasons. It arose from the 
demand of the Romish chaplain of the Poor house, 
to have an altar erected, altar furniture supplied 
and “ requisites for worship” furnished, Wwr 
the Newtownards Guardians. The Poor Law 
makes no provision for such expenses. They 
are perfectly indefinite. In one of the Dublin 
Unions the priest obtained, as ‘‘ requisites” for wor- 
ship, not only the decorations of the altar, but costly 
dresses for himself; a great many dozens of wine, 
some hundreds of crosses and scapula, and an enor- 
mous quantity of “ Gardens of the Soul,” &c. Once 
admit that the priest ought to be supplied with “ re- 
“quisites,” and everything will be pronounced requi- 
site. Had the priest succeeded in coercing the Guar- 
dians of Newtownards, there would have ensued a 
general movement in all the poorhouses of Ireland, and 
enormous expenses, annually recurring, would have 
been occasioned. The Guardians refused, and were 
warned by the Commissioners, who in this case were 
as zealous for Romanism, as opposed to it in the case 
of Father Daly. At length a “sealed letter’ was 
sent, and when the Guardians, men of spirit and intel- 
ligence, still refused compliance, a costly suit was in- 
stituted in the Court of Queen's Bench, ending in the 
triumphant victory of the Guardians, and, as usual, 
in the discomfiture of the Commissioners. 

The question to be decided yesterday was one of 
law and of right, not of creed or religion, Three 
judges sat upon the bench, two of whom gave care- 
ful and elaborate judgments in favour of the Guar- 
dians.- The third, Mr. Justice O'Brien, was in 
favour ofthe Commissioners. He is a Roman Ca- 
tholic, and decided in opposition to the Chief Justice 
and Baron Hayes, in support of the priest's demand. 
This is not the only case in which Mr. Justice 
O'Brien has opposed his brother judges. When the 
case of “ Mathews against Aylward’ was last before 
the Court, Mr. Justice O’Brien deemed the return 
given in by Miss Aylward to be sufficient. It is 
not very wonderful, perhaps, that «a Roman 
Catholic judge should see the law through 
a different medium, but the fact deserves to be

The motion for adjournment was negatived. 

Mr. R. CRAWFORD , after alluding to the critical 
period of the year in financial matters, asked when the 
changes proposed, in consequence of the Commercial 
Treaty with France, would.be submitted to the House, 
and in what form, and if they were to take effect im- 
mediately after the passing of the resolution, 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER said it 
was his intention to make his financial statement on Mon- 
day next, and the ratifications would be exchanged in 
the course of afew days. He could not entertain the 
subject without simultaneously including the whole 
financial proposal of the Government. He should sub- 
mit more proposals on Monday, including those occa- 
sioned by the treaty. He was aware that the period of 
the year was a critical one, and it was hlsintention totake 
the opinion of the House, by way of resolution on the 
subject, at as early a period as possible. He proposed 
to ae forward such resolutions on Thursday in next 
week. - 

Mr. HORSMAN asked if copies of the treaty 
would be previously placed in the hands of members.? 
The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER replied 
in the negative. He added that the terms of the treaty 
were not'completed on the bringing up of the report on 
motion for supply. 

_ Mr. H. WILLOUGHBY again called attention to the 
increasing amount of the sums expended without the 
direct authority of Parliament. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER admitted 
an increase in the army department, the only one of 
which he was cognisant being over two hundred 
thousand pounds over the sums voted. An opportunity 
for discussing the excess would be given in the present 
week. TheGovernment;were most anxious to check this 
excess. 

Colonel SYKES made strong complaints on the same 
subject, and said that the only remedy was a vote of 
censure on the head of the offending department. 

The report was then agreed to. 

On the motion of the LORD ADVOCATE, 


The House resolved itself into a committee, for the 
purpose of introducing a bill to abolishthe annuity tax, 
in Edinburgh, and to make provision in regard to the 
stipends of the clergy in that city. 


The LORD ADVOCATE, in continuation, explained 
his plan, which was, that the annuity tax should hence- 
forth cease. That instead thereof, an assessment not 
exceeding tenpence, nor below eightpence, should be 
levied on the city for 15 years. That a commission 
should be established, which should receive all the sums 
now paid from the Exchequer, and the excess of the as- 
sessmeut over the salaries to be paid to the ministry. 
These various sums, largely accumulating for 15; years, 
would be calculated to form a sufficient fund for the 
maintenance of the ministers for all future time. 

After some discussion, a resolution embodying these 
principles was agreed to. 

Sir G. C. LEWIS obtained leave to introduce a bill for 
the better regulation of the Corporation of London. The 
bill was the same as that of last year, founded on the 
report of the select committee. 

Mr. AYRTON protested against a Liberal Government 
establishing a £10 franchise. Protests against the bill 
were moved by other met litan members. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER moved 
the re-appointment of the select committee to inquire 
into the contract extending over periods of years, which 
has from time to time been founded or modified by her 
Majesty’s Government, with various Steampacket Com- 
panies for the conveyance of mails by sea, and likewise of 
any agreements or other arrangements which have been 
alopted at the public charge, actual or prospective, for 
the purposes of telegraphic communication beyond sea, 
and to report their opinion thereon, together with any 
recommendations as to rules to be observed hereafter 
by the Government, in making contracts for services 
which have yet not been sanctioned by Parliament, or 
which extended over a series of years. 

Sir J. PAKINGTON, pursuant to notice, called the 
attention of the House to the manner in which the 
inquiry entrusted to the committees in last session was 
conducted. The proceedings of our select committees 
should be strictly limited to the matters referred to them 
bythe House; he objected to the acrimony which had been 
introduced into the proceedings, which had further been Í 
inconsistent with the orders of reference, and the com- 
mittee had no right to enter into the question, or try the 
issues of political corruption. He demanded that for 
the future the duties of the committee should be dis- 
tinctly defined, and that it should be precluded from 
entering into personal charges. 

Sir F. BARING defended the conduct of the com- 
mittee. 

Lord J. MANNERS, as one of the committee, con- 
sidered that the proceedings had been carried too far.

In five weeks 
the bank has parted with £2,000,000 ; still, at this mo- 
ment, the efflux is not checked but is proceeding with 
greatly increased iorfce. It appears materially there is 
nothing to account for this singular movement, except- 
ing the appetite which has manifested itself during the 
last two or three months for the purchase of securities 
from the Calentta and Bombay markets; but that is 
amply sufficient to explain it. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

A Paris telegram in the Post says :—In spite of what 
some journals have asserted, there is no question of 
any intervention of Sardinian troops in Romagna. 

Captain Harrison died leaving his family unprovided, 
but, at a meeting yesterday in their behalf, £900 in sub- 
scriptions was raised in the room. 

The rumour that Sardinia required Corsica from 
France, in exchange for Savoy and Nice, is said, by the 
Post, to be destitute of foundation.

I regret to state that another outrage was committed 
near this town, on Saturday night. A man named 
Hewitson, a miller, was leaving the town when he was 
assailed in a most cowardly manner, by some man, who 
knocked him down, kicked, and beat him severely. He 
was most severely injured, and at present lies in a dan- 
gerous condition in the county infirmary.

OUTRAGE NEAR LETTERKENNY. 

On the night of Thursday, the 26th inst., a gang of 
midnight depredators visited the house of Matthew Moore, 
of Drumlodge, near Letterkenny, county Donegal. They 
rapped at the door, and pretended that they were neces- 
sitated to call for some goods, as Mr. Moore sells groceries, 
bread, &c. On the door being opened, five men, with 
their faces blackened, entered, and demanded to have 
every drawer and lock opened to them. So great was 
the intimidation, that Mrs. Moore, with a lighted candle 
in her hand, procceded to satisfy the demand. The 
villains then made a most deliberate search, but fortu- 
nately, missed the place where the cash ; to the amount 
of £40, was-desposited While the robbers were 
thus intent on their plunder, Mrs. Moore escaped 
from the back-door in her night-clothes to alarm 
her nearest neighbours, about a quarter ofa mile distant. 
So soon as the parties missed her they decamped, 
carrying off some bread, silver, Mr. Moore’s watch, &c. 
They afterwards called at the house of a man named 
Clark, and, on making their demand, Mrs. Clark handed 
the sum of two pounds through a window, on receipt of 
which they marched off. Notice ofthe above transac. 
tions was brought to Letterkenny constabulary, about 
three o'clock, a.m., on Friday. W. 8. Hemsworth, Esq., 
S.L, witha party of his men, proceeded to the scene of 
the outrage, and as thefe was a good layer of snow on the 
ground he deemed it wise to await day-light that he 
might attempt to trace the banditti. With sufficient 
light the “ tracing” was commenced, and the tracks 
were followed till near Newtowncunninghan, a distance 
of six miles ; there the gang, to avoid being traced, had 
entered the bed of a small river, and walked in its course 
for about one mile. Mr. Hemsworth caused a part of 
his men to take each side of the rivulet, and the traces 
were at last discovered on the side next Man- 
orcunningham, and followed to Leslie-hill, the 
seat of Captain Colhoun, where one of the 
party was lost, as the track of a neat boot 
was wanting afterwards. In thisdemesne a peculiar 
weapon and a loaf of bread were picked up by the Con- 
stabulary. With commendable} erseverance Mr. Hems- 
worth prosecuted the search, and traced on the foot. 
marks to the village of Manorcunningham, where the 
Constabulary of that station gave information at to the 
local characters to be stispected. The house of a person 
named M‘Geehan was visited, and four young men were 
got in bed at eleven o’clock in the day. These four 
were apprehended, and brought before John V. Stewart, 
Esq., J.P., Captain Patterson, J.P., and William Wray, 
Esq., J.P. One of the party, named M‘Geehan, was 
identified, and fully committed. A further investiga- 
tion is proceeding, and it is pretty certain that not only 
the remaining three, but also the fifth, that disappeared 
at Leslie Hill, will be fully identified and brought to 
justice. The greatest praise is due to Mr. Hemsworth 
and his party for the perseverance, skill, and dexterity 
evinced in the capture of a gang of robbers who were 
the terror of the surrounding country.

} ,“ If the regimental doctor has reason to complain of 
the superintending surgeon, and cannot get what he 
wants, the commanding officer should address the general 
officer commanding the division. 

é If that is of no avail he should write to the Adju- 
tant General of ber Majesty’s Forces. 

“Tf that resource fail him it is his bounden duty to 
address the Commander-in-Chief in person. 

“In the same manner, in common justice to the regi- 
ment he commands, he should never rest till he has ob- 
tained the best accommodation, furniture, shelter, &c., 
which the circumstances under which he is placed may 


permit. 

“It does not belong to hissitu.tion patiently to endure 
what appears to be ignorance, sloth, or carelessness in 
the functionaries. who are bound to provide his regiment 
according to their various vocations, whether it be the 
commissariat, barrack department, the executive engi- 
neer, the civilauthorities, or the s~perintending surgeon; 
it is incumbent on him, as being intrusted with a great 
and trying responsibility, to report to superior authority 
when he considers his regiment wronged or neglected, 
or that it is suffering from causes which it may be in 
the power of the Commander-in-Chief to remove.

THE NEW COMMERCIAL TREATY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Str,—As we hear so much of the contemplated reduction 
of duty on wine the following few remarks on the subject may 
be run W worthy of a place in the colamns of your valuable 
journal. 
In the first instance, can the revenue bear so large a re- 
duction as one million and a quarter annually, such being, in 
round numbers, the result of a reduction from 5s. 9d, to Is. 
per gallon, besides an immediate repayment of probably 
£2,000,000 drawback on the duty-paid stocks. 

The increased consumption, it will be said, will help to 
make up this deficiency, but at so low a duty the cost of col- 
section will nearly equal the produce of the duty ; between 
salaries and expenses of custom-house officials, &c., and the 
routine of the wine vaults. However, were it a measure to 
benefit the community at large, means might easily be taken 
to supply this deficiency in the revenue, but what are the facts? 
The wine drinkers of the kingdom do not, certainly, amount te 
more than one-twentieth of the popniation, and are,. 
ofcourse, of the wealthiest classes for the community at 
large will never drink the acid cheap wines of France, and 
these are the only wines that will placed within their 
reagh even of these the cheapest will cost some five 
times as much as our good wholesome ale or porter. 

Again as tothe reciprocal advantages the Emperor is to 
bestow ‘upon us—he will admit our coal and iron free 
of duty, thus enhancing the price of coal, one 
of the necessaries of life, solely to the advantage of the 
wealthy mine proprietors in England. And all these changes 
are pr din the face of an obnoxious income-tax, pro- 
mised (together with 5d. off the duty on tea) to be abolish- 
ed in 1860.—I am sir, your obedient servant, Nx&Mo.

Never- 
theless, it must not be supposed for a moment that this 
state of quiescence is other than a delusive appearance ; 

or that the elements of strife are not seething every where 
under the calm surface of events. A revolution 1s 
evidently preparing in Naples and Sicily ; the Pope is 
augmenting the {German Condittier!, whom he calls 

his army ; Austria is filling the fortresses of the famous 
quadrangle with troops, and the rumour still ruts, though 
it has been contradicted by Lord J. Russell in Partia- 
ment, that the French army in Italy has been ang- 
mented, or is to be augmented, to the éxtent of 
30,000 men = It is expected that with the spring will re- 
commence hostilities on a small scaie at first—say 
between the Pope and the revolted “ Legations,’’ 
now known as the .¥milian provinces. <Any at 

tempt on the part of the Pope, however, to recover 
these provinces will be opposed by Sardinia, to 
whom they have practically annexed themselves. 

The entry of a Sardinian army into the Legations 
will inevitably lead to the entry of an Austrian 
army also; and then nothing is more likely than 
that France will be drawn into the quartel even 
against the will of Louis Napoleon. In such a case, 
success or failure would equally excite revolution in 
Naples ; and before summer came the whole of Italy 
would be in a blaze, from which Europe at large would, 
perhaps, find it rather difficult to escape. 

The question of the cession of Savoy to France has been 
mooted this week ina very pointed manner by the 
French Government journals. That France “ fought 
for an idea” in Italy is what no sane man believes ; and 
it would now scem plain that Savoy is to be the 
price of French intervention—or perhaps, more strictly 
speaking, the “ consideration” for the cession of 
Lombardy. Savoy, however, is of such importance asa 
strategical position, and the Great Powers are so deeply 
interested in its remaining in the possession of a small 
State—such as Sardinia—that it cannot be doubted that 
any such exchange as that intimated would meet with 
most energetic opposition. As matters stand, however, 
the Ministers of her Majesty attach no credit to the 
reports that are afloat on the subject. . 

There are rumours of negociations between Spain and 
Morocco, but nothing certain has transpired as yet. 
Meanwhile the war drags its slow course along--“‘wearily, 
wearily ;” and the Moors are still uncomquered, though 
the Spaniards are constantly victorious—at least such 
is their own statement—and, moreover, they do not care 
who knows it.—Odserver.

ROLLS COURT—Yesterpar. 
Turner v. inson, 
JUDGMENT, 

At the sitting of the court, 

The Master of the Rolls proceeded to pronounce judg- 
ment in this case. His honour entered into a length- 
ened review of the facts as they appeared before him 
last term in argument. His lordship read some letters 
which he had received in reply to communications in 
reference to the manner in which paintings are prot 
from piracy in the different academies and art institutions 
throughout England. From these authorities he was of 
opinion that there was no foundation whatever for the argu- 
ment addressed to him on the part of the respondent, Mr. 

James Robinson, that the exhibition at the Royal Academy 
was a publication of the painting of “ The Death of Chatter- 
ton,” so as to have deprived Mr. Wallis, if he had not parted 
with the Fe or any person deriving under him, of the 
common law right to sue a perty who had pirated the painting. 
The exhibition at the Royal Academy was subject to the re- 
solution and bye-law, and it was, in his opinion, ‘ne publica- 
tion, as it would have been a breach of trust and a breach of 
an implied contract to have allowed the painting to be copied. 
The public, who were permitted by the Royal Academy to 
visit the exhibition on payment of a small fee. could have no 
higher or other rights t the Academy, and were, in his 
opinion, bound by the resolution and‘bye-law. It was, how- 
ever conteaded on the part of the respondent, Robinson, that 
the painting was exhibited by Mr. Wallis at the Arts Treasure 
Exhibition at Manchester, and that that amounted to a publi- 
cation. He (the Master of the Rolls) had made inquiries on that 
subject, and he had in his possession two letters—one from, 
Mr. Richard Redgrave, enclosing a letter from Mr. Fairbairn 
the President of the Committee for the Manchester Exhibi- 
tion of Arts Treasure—and from these documents it appeared 
that a ruie existed in the Exhibition to prevent any work 
being Copied.

COURT OF QUEEN'S BENCH—Yesterpay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O’Brien, and Mr. 
Justice Hayes.) 

THE PARTRY CASE. 

The Queen, at the prosecution of the Rey. Patrick Lavelle, v. The Rev. 
Richard Goodison. 

Mr. Buchannan moved en the part of the reverend defen- 
dant for a certivrari, to remove into that court the informa- 
tion which had been taken against him on the 11th of Oc- 
tober last, at the Ballinrobe Petty Sessions; and also any 
indictment which might be founded thereon, with a view to a 
subsequent application to have the case tried by a — 
jury ofthe county of Mayo. The information sought to 
be returned is that sworn by the Rev. Patrick Lavelle, 
the Roman Catholic Administrator of Partry, against 
the Rev. Richard Cioodison, of Aasleagh, in the count 
of Mayo, a clergyman connected with the Iris 
Church Miasion, alleging that he used insulting and con- 
tem ptuous uage towards him, on the 5th of October last, 
and threatened to shoot him. The affidavit of the rev. de- 
fendant, on which the t application was grounded, set 
forth the information of Mr. Lavelle, and said it was untrue, 
as stated therein, that he addressed that gentleman ir. an in- 
sulting and contemptuous manner, or pulled out a pistol at 
him, or swore by God that he (the deponent) would have the 
life ot Mr. Lavelle, or blow his brains out, as alleged. He said 
that he was not in the habit of using firearms, nor never until 
that day carried a pistol ; that he was not then, nor is he now, 
the owner of a gun or pistol, but before leaving home on that 
occasion a friend who was speaking with deponent 
said that, as he was about crossing the mountains alone, 
and as the country was so much disturbed, the constabulary 
having recently before been obliged to fire in self-defence, he 
had bette rput‘a pistol in his pocket, which he did. He further 
said that, so strong was the feelings against the deponent, as 
a clergyman connected with the Irish Church Missions, that 
neiwithstanding his sworn denial at the petty sessions, he 
had heard and believed that a general belief existed amongst 
the Roman Catholics of the county of Mayo that deponent 
did threaten and attempt to shoot Mr. Lavelle. Deponent 
also said he had been pelted- with stones on three occasions 
in the streets of B Jlinrobe, notwithstanding a large force of 
constabulary being then present ; that he had also been pelted 
in going along the roads in the neighbourhood of said town ; 
and such was the feeling existing among the Roman Catho- 
lic population, that persons in the employment of the Irish 
Church Mission Society could not, with safety, go 
any distance from their homes unless protected by 
a constabulary force. Deponent had been informed, and 
believed it to be true, that in several 
several persons had openly stated their belief that deponcnt 
had attempted to shoot Mr. Lavelle, said persons being of 
that class usually summoned as petty jurors, and from the 
feeling abroad, and from the fact that ail the witnesses to be 
examined would be witnesses for the Rev. Patrick Lavelle, 
and that deponent had no witnesses to examine, deponent 

itively said that a fair aud impartial trial could not be 
ad before the class of persops who usually tried Crown cases 
at the assizes for the county of Mayo, themajority of whom 
were prejudiced against him, in consequence of the exag- 
gerated reports which had been circulated for the purpose 
of damaging bim, He had also been informed that Mr. 
Lavelle had been preaching and soliciting contributions 
throughout the county to support him in carrying on law 
oceedings in certain cases in which he was interested 
imself, and taken an active part against persons in the em- 
gs of the Irish Church Missions; and deponent had 
eard and believed that large sums had been contributed for 
said purpose, amongst others by persons who were liable to 
act as petty jurors, and who would therefore, be incapable 
of fairly and impartially trying the case. Deponent there- 
fore applied for a certiorari, with a view of having the case 
tried by a special jury of the county of Mayo, struck under 
the old system. He swore that the application was not made 
for the purpose of delay, but solely in order that the case 
might be tried before an impartial tribunal. The learned 
counsel submitted that sufficient grounds were laid for a 
certiorari, and referred to the case of William Palmer, the 
Rugeley poisoner, in which a similar application had been 
antee.

The Act of Parliament 
clearly gave the Commissioners authority to make pro- 
vision for the due and reverend formance of religious 
worship; and, being of this opmion, be held that the 
conditional order, so far as it specified the particular articles 
to be procured, should be made absolute. 

The Chief Justice, in delivering judgment, said—It appears 
to me in this case, both in peint of fact and in point of law, 
that it is utterly impossible for us to make the order which 
the Commissioners have applied for. In point of fact, sup- 
posing, there’were’ powers in law to make the order, I think the 
guardians have furnished us with an abundant answer to 
their not complying with this order. They state that it is 
the first time for seventeen years that any chaplain of the 
union has applied for those articles which they are now called 
upon to supply. Nay, on the contrary, there is nothing to 
to show that in any one ution in Ireland, out of thewhole 155, 
that there has been any application for any one of these 
articles. There are inevery union three chaplains, and it is 
perfectly clear thatif we are, at the instance of the chaplain 
of one religious party,to make the order, we must make 
it at the instance of every one of them; that is, that we are 
liable to provide such matters for 465 chaplains, three in 
each of the 155 unions, who may to-morrow, for the first 
time, apply to us to order an assessment upon any onc or all 


of those unions, although for seventeen years 
it mever oceurred to any one of their predecessors 
that such articles as these were essential to be provided by 


the guardians at the expense of the union. Whether it is 
that they were unnecessary, or whether it isthatthey were 
provided bythe chaplain, is quite immaterial; but we are 
now called upon to go out of the course that has been adopted 
for the lest seventeen years. When we look, therefore, to the 
evidence with respect to the practical ag yf of now mak- 
ing an order of this kind for the first time, I think what they 
have said, in point of good sense, is a ground for the guar- 
dians refusing to exercise the power, if they had it, of assess- 
ing their union for this purpove. Bat, as a further conse- 
quence, this order can only be complied with by an assessment 
upon the union—by levying a rate, and that rate is utterly 
unlimited and unlimitable. That will be very important 
when we come fo consider the construction of the Act; but I 
am now considering the consequences of making this order 
for the exercise of an unlimited and unlimitable power. It 
is said that the laws for making an order as to the result of 
the compliance, with which we are utterly incompetent, to 
form an opinion—it is said that some of the guardians may 
form an opinion, and other guardians another opinion; but 


we have no _ possibility of ascertainmg which 
exercise of this discretionary power is the right 
one. Now, what comes of every case of ? - 


mus for the specific exercise of an unlimited and discretionary 

wer? Is not that the very case in which the court uni- 
formly-refuses the mandamus for the specific exercise of any 
discretionary power? If it is necessary to act, the guardians 
may be called into action, and select the mode in which they 
are to exercise such a discretionary power. It is the first 
time I have ever heard of a mandamus being applied for or 
granted under such circumstances, and for such a purpose. I, 
for one, cannot shut my eycs to the universal rule of the 
court, and I goa step further and say, I cannot be a party 
to gran this mandamus. Now, these are what I call rather 
preliminary circumstances ; and now let.us turn to the true 
questien a priori. As I have already adverted to the circum- 
stance that if this power has been granted, it is an unlimited 
and discretionary power of imposing arate upon the subject , 
and see the peculiar hardships of it. There are three chap- 
lains, unpresumably, in the workhouse—persons of three 
different religions.

Mr. Lawless, Q.C., on behalf of Mr. Terence M. Dolan, 
applied to the court that he be admitted an attorney of that 
honourable court. ‘The applicant had filed an affidavit, in 
which he stated that he was articled to his father, the late 
Mr. Terence T. Dolan, under indenture of the 23rd June, 
1854, which was duly executed according to law, and stamp 
duty paid upon it, which appeared by the certificate of Mr.

On the 12th December, 1858, his father died suddenly, but, 
previous to his demise he had expressed his wish, and 
directed that his son should take the necessary steps to be 
admitted an attorney as soon as possible. He (de,onent) 
had duly served nine terms diligently, honestly, and faith- 
fully, in the office of his father. He had been in a me sure 
interrupted in his service, owing to his college studies which 
his father had permitted him to pursue in the midst of his 
other avocations. Counsel read letters from several clients, 
expressive of their desire that the applicant should conduct 
their business, which had been reposed in the hands of his 
father during his lifetime. 

The Lord Chief Baron—We think that this case has been 
brought within the rulings of the several cases which have 
been decided in this and other courts, and the present case 
must be decided on the principle that it is for the con- 
venience of the clients, and not so much on the ground of 
its being for the convenience of the applicant, for it would be 
the interest of the former to have the business conducte! by 
a gentleman who is conversant, from early recollection, with 
the natnre of the duties he has to transact.

The rev. gentleman bore this indignity with appa- 
rently stoical indifference, and when tranquillity 
had been to some extent restored, addressed the boys 
present; reminding them that one day they might be 
laid on a bed of sickness, when the awful sin of sacrilege 
which they were then committing would rise up in judg- 
ment against them. The boys, however, were proof 
against the rev. gentleman’s serious and earnest admo- 
nition, which they responded to with a shout of derisive 
laughter. Mr. King, Mr. Lowder, and the choristers, 
made their way to the vestry-room with great difficulty, 
being more than once subjected to personal violence. 

Scenes similar to those already described again took 
place, until Inspector Alison, upon his own authority,en- 
tered the church with a dozen policemen, and ordered it 
to be cleared. Turned out of the church, the rioters 
suggested an attack on Mr. King’s house, and many per- 
sons who went there were very roughly handled. In the 
course of an hour Inspector Alison had got the whole 
of the disorderly mob into the street. A considerable 
amount of church furniture has been destroyed, the 
cushions in the galleries were torn up and thrown into 
the body of the church, Bibles and Prayerbooks flew 
about in all directions, and many of the altar decorations 
have been injured.
